Drowned By An Insane Mother 
at Zanesville, 0. 

The Feeble-Minded Woman Then Ends 
Her Own Life in Like Manner.

June l'A— One of the 
saddest crimed that has occurred in this 
county tor years came to lijrht Hundsiv 
morning. Mrs. Clara E. Weaver, aged 
24 years, drowned her two chiltlrun and 
herself some time Saturday. Slio lived 
wrth her husband, .lohn L. Wenwr, a 
young farmer In Newton township, 
near Buckeye creek. Saturday morn- 
ing the husband went U> a corn field 
sonic distance from homo and did DOl 
return until evening. His wife and 
two children, Louis, aged 4 years, and 
Chlorls Leota, aged o months, were not 
at home when he returned, but he did 
not grow uneasy until 8 or 9 
o'clock, thinking they had gone to hot 
father's. As soon as It was litfht Sun- 
day morning, however, the neighbors 
wers informed and a search instituted. 
The three dead bodies War* found in 
Hnckeye creek.a shallow stream.which 
is now only about twelve laches doep. 
Mrs. Weaver had waded into the stream 
and held the children under the wtitor 
until drowned and then ended her own 
life. There was probably a taint of 
hereditary insanity In the woman, as 
she had an uncle who murdered his 
wife and killed himself tOOM rears ajio. 
After the discovery of the bodias the 
following letter was found In the 
house:

The 
funeral of the Negro. Geo. M. Arnold, 
who was killed in jumping from the 
windows of the falling building on 
Friday, was attended by thousands of 
Negroee, Four of the wounded at the 
hospitals are not expected to live.

The cltj authorities have 
been baey Sunday summoning witnesses 
before the oonwfi jury Mon- 
day. Altnoet all the the clerks 
who escaped uninjured from the 
building have been Ktimmoncd together, 
with a number of building experts and 
government offlciula The latter will 
be questioned as to the responsibility 
of Col. Aineworth, chief of the records 
and pension division, that occupied 
the building on Tenth street, for the 
condition of the building. It is assert- 
ed that Col. Ai-sworth had been In- 
formed by workmen that the building 
was likely to come down if the work of 
excavating under the ground floor was 
oontlnued, una that the oolonel jiaid 
no attention to the warning. Whether 
or not this is true oan not be ascer- 
tained, but a fall Inquiry concerning 
the matter will be made at the inquest 
to be started Monday.
